HE Preface to the Friendly Readers, throuzhout theſe Three Natiors, and clſe- 
where, profeſſin the Chriſtian Faith in Sinceriry, To a'l you [iixcere Bolicuers 
in the Lord 2 Chrift, and true lovers of him. and of that Ho.y Criſtian 
Religion, whereof he is the Author, throughout theſe three Natir:s. and other 
Corntries, where the Chriſtian Religion is Profeſſed, I do humbly recommend t':s follywing 
Narrative to your ſerious Reading and Conſideration. of what Station Rank or Duatity 
foever ye be, the ſubjett matter treated on in the ſaid Narrative bins {1 great Fund, 
mentals of the Chriſtian Religion and Faith, that the denyal of them is a diwnrigit 
denyal of the Chriſtian Religion and Faith it ſelf : Seems therefore the Subjcit is ( 
great, and ſo eſſential to the Chriſtian Faith, it worthily deſerveth and calleth fur the 
due and ſeriqs Conſideration of all the ſincere Profeſſors of Ciriſt, to whiſe hands tr 
may happen to come. And ſince the report of eur late differences about Ro{izions Mat- 
ters, One with another, remaining uuder one comm Name and Deſignatin of {Onakers, 
ſpread far and near, not only through theſe Three Nations, but other Pi.xces abro1id, 
is apparent by thelate GENERAL HISTORY of te QUAKERS, Witten 
by Gerard Croeſe a Hollander, wrie Originally in Latin, and lately Publifed in: 
Engliſh here at London. And that the Report of the late Meeting and Conference he!d 
at Turners-Hall zz London, the 11th of the Month called June, is much o0ne abroal 
tbrough- both City and Country, chiefly with reſpe to the ſubject matter tire diſconſed, 
and my undertaking againſt them of the oppoſite Party, to prove certain Perſons of greateſt 
Note among them, guilty of denying and oppoſing theſe great Fundament us. piiticu!aviy 
ſpecified in the following Narrative out of their Printed Books, it may be judyed that 
[th the love of Chriſtian Verity, and the ſenſe of Chriſtian Duty, will obliize and induce 
you to read the ſaid Narrative, if it fail into your hands, and others to enquire after it 
that the truth of the matter may be ſearched into, whether theſe whom. I have undertaken, 
to prove guilty of denying and oppoſing theſe great Fundamental Trutls, be really ſo er 
I be guilty in accuſing them. I cannot ſuppeſe that any ſincere ProfejJor of te Chriſtian * 
Faith, to whoſe Ears the Report of this great Controverſie hath come, wil bs a Gall: in 
the Caſe, ſo as to care for none of theſe things.

my Opponents guilty of ; and not only I, but many Fudicious Perſens that were . preſent at - 
that Meeting at Turners Hall, the 11th of the Month called. |unc of this rnſtant 1696, 
of; 
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of the ſeveral Profeſſions of Proteſtants in this great City, did judge: that T have effefu- 
ally done ir. But if I have not done it, and cannot make it juitly to ” that theſe 
particular Perſens are guilty of the things charged by me on them, I ſhall freely acknow- 
ledre that T deſerve great blame, and therefore 1 greatly deſire (if it were the Wl of 
Go] that IT migtt have yet a more Publick Opportunity to be heard, as concerning 
theſe things, were it to be called before the preateſt Perſons of Authority in the Nation, 
either ro make good my Charges againſt them. and if they be found guilty the blame to 
bye on them ; or if I be found guilty, that IT may have the blame laid on me. But let 

them be found ever ſo guilty, as I am myſt ſure they are, (let them cover and cloak as 

much as ever they can) I would not in the leaft have them perſecuted, or any Sufferings. 

either in Perſcn or Eſtate, to come upcn them My deſign in this undertahing is, that 

they may be ſhamed out of their groſs Errors if poſſible ; or if they continue ſhameleſs in 

them, yet that all others who are not as yet tainted with them, may be preſerved from 

them, and cautioned and warned againſt them ; fer this Ganzrene of their vile and groſs 

Erronr ard Hereſie, that is a complex of the worſt fort of Errors and Herefics that ever 

infeſted the Chriſtian Profeſſion, hath to my certain knowledge overſpread many parts and 

many perſons in theſe Three Nations, as well as elſewhere. Though I charge them nit either 

pen the generality, far leſs the univerſality of all them called Quakers. But if they 

really difown theſe groſs and vile Errors, which I have proved them guilty of in this fol- 

lowing Narrative, and be cordial in the belief and acknowledgment of the great Fund.1- 

mental Truths oppoſite to thoſe Errors. then it will be that which the ſincere Profeſſors of 

Chriſtianity in theſe Three Nations will expe from them, and may juſtly require of them, 

as publickly to retratt and renounce theſe Errors, as they have publicly aſſerted ther in 

their Printed Books in the face of the Chriſtian World, otherwiſe no ſincere Chriſtians, 

will believe them to be in gocd earneſt, but that they reſemble many old Heretichs, and 

particularly the crafty Arrians, that pretended and made great Proteſtations that they 
owned the true Faith, according to all contained in the Scriptures, when they did nething 

leſi. And whereas ſome have Objetted to me, that ſince 1 have acknowledged divers paſ- 

ſages in my own Books need correction, and have promiſed to do it, 1 ought to have done 
that in the fuſt place. before I had charged Errors upon others, otherwije it would look, like 

the Hypecrites ſecking to pull ent the Mote ont of his Neighbours Eye, when the Beam is, 

in his own Eye. I Anſwer, The things that need Correction in my Books, compared 

with the vile Errors in theirs, are but as my Motes to their Beams, wyich T had fo far 

already pulled out of my own [ye. that I have freely acknowledzed them to many viva 

voce, and have them in readinejs to Publiſh in Print with the firſt conveniency. Nor 

are they ſuch trings as oppoſe any Chriſt ian Principles of Faith, but of an inferiour na- 

ture. And it mujt be one of theſe two things that are their greateſt hinderances to publiſh 

any ſuch Corrett ons ; that is, either that they are ſtill entangled in theſe Errors, but 

are ot willing it be known, fearing leſt the preſent publick avouching of them may bi1ng 

Jome Perſecution on them, or great tnfamy and Repreach ; or if they be in their Con- 
Serences convinced of thoſe Errors, and fo are c:me to a better underſtanding of Chriſtian 
Dotirimes and Principles, yet their Pride and high Aut! ority that they have gained over 

tiear tee credutous followers will not ſuffer them to make any ſuch free acknowledyment, 
bu: eſpecially becauſe any ſuci tree acknowledgment, by tixeir own argument and way of 
reaſoning againſt all other Miniſters in all Chriſtian Prefeſſions, would as much unmini- 
fier them, «s others they have unminifired on tha: account ; vir. want of Infallibility, 
wr being ſuljett and lyable to Errors aud Miſiakes in Articles of Chriſtian Faith. And 
this pull alfo not a lattle ſtich in the way, to be ſo tumbled that they muit acknowledze 
G. Keith has not falſi; accriſed them, (as they have ſevercly charged him to have done) 
1} tney confeſs rver former Errors : But how muci better were a ſincere Confeſſion in jr 
caſe, 
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caſe, taking ſhame as due to them, and' humbling themſelves under the power ard vifory 
of Truth, than a haughty and arrrgant ſtunding out to juſtifie themſelves. in theſe things 
that neither God nor good Men will ever Tui, tlem in. And if they continue fo bo.d, 
as to hold ſuch paipable Contradiations as are diſcovered in their former and latter Books, 
and ſometimes in the ſame Becks, ail ingenuous Perſons that know their Contradittions, 
will conclude thcm not only ſ{il guilty of theſe Errors, but great Hypecrites ; for m1. 
but ſtark mad men, and craſ:d in their C'uderſtandings (as they have Fully and in;urionſly 
repreſented me to be) will bod pifect Contradictions, as ſuch but Hypecrires may jo 
aſſemble and juggle with them that are weak ſo as to make them ti ink theſe tits, that 
are real Contradielions, are not fo indeed, but well conſiſtent Truths it net! ing (I thank 
God) meves me that they fo ſeverely accuſe me, as they have d ne in their late Printed 
Pamphlets and Papers 3 that Envy and Malice hath influexced me thus to expeſe them, 
the Left imony of my Conſcience, and which is more, of that holy witneſs i my Conſcience, 
clearing me of all ſuch imputation, is as a Braſen Wall to me againſt tleir evil and iju- 
rious Aſperſicns : As.they cannot prove it to be ſo by anyof my words or deeds, fo the com- 
fort I have in that inward Peace of Conſcience in that diſcharge of my Duty both) to tizem, 
and to all in the Three Nations, to whem this my ſo publick Appeararce, I lepe wi'l be 
of ſervice, is ſafeguard enough unto me againſs their uncharitable conſtructions. And 1 
do freely leave it to all Impartial Fudges, whether they or I be guilty of this ſevere Charge ; 
and let the Tree be judged by the Fruits. 

Their pretended Excuſes for not meeting me, as deſired, at the Place and Time mention- 
ed in my Printed Advertiſement, are ſo frivolous and weak that they are ſcarce worth 
noticing : But however the chiefeſt of them I Anſwered on the Place, as the joilowing Nar- 
rative wall certifie. Their pretence of their not meeting me, tor the lake of Religion, 
the Liberty granted us, and the Civil Peace, is an empty thifr, and poor evaiion. 
Is 2t contrary to their Religion to diſpute their Adverſary, viva voce ? Wy then did 
they diſpute with the Baputis, and mightily provcked them thereunto, and that viva vec ? 
And not only with them but with many others, both at London, and in many other Places 
in the Nation, and that before promiſcuous and mixt Auditories, as they commonly call the 
World, (excepting their own Party, whoma they call, 1 he Elect People of God). And 
why did W. Penn give ſuch a daring Challenge to I homas Hicks, Reaſon againit Rail- 
ing, p. 184.. and complain againlt him in theſe words 2 | muit needs tell the World, 

. the baſe Cowardice of this Adverſary.in hand ; for we have offered him a tree-: 
Meeting, with his Books in our hands prottering to reture them, vzva voce, before 
the World ; bur in{tead thereof, or any other way, (as ſeveral have been rendered) 
| he difingenuouſly flinks away, and puts us off by meer Shifts and Evaſions. And 
let the Reader judge if W. Penn has not ſhown great Cowardice. and bis Party charged 
by not appearing at all ; whereas T. Hicks, at leaſt, once appeared. But why ſhould ſuch - 
a Diſpute viya. voce be conſtrued to be againſt the Liberty granted us, and the Civil 
. Peace, more now than then ; when at that time thoſe in Civil Authority were more ſevere, 
whereas now they are very propitious * And why ſhould Diſputes viva voce be more offen-" 
ſive to Civil Peace than Diſputes in Print ? I believe they can give no Reaſon. And it 38 » 
altogether incredible, that my undertaking the Vindication of the Fundamental Pranci- 
ples of the Chriſtian Faith, profeſſed by the "hp Authority, againſt ſuch manifeſt. Oppo- 
fers of it as I have proved my Opponents to be, can be conſtrued by the Authority to be any * 
breach of the Civil Peace, eſpecially when I had procured the Leave of the Lord Mayor of i 
' London for ſuch ati undertaking, whereof my Opponents were not ignorant. Their upbraid-. 
'#ng me with vain ſpeculations, not telling what thoſe are, ſhoweth their great impertinency : 
But ſuch who are but a little acquainted with the Religious Differences betwixt them and -- 
me, 'may-eaſily gueſs what they mean by my vain ſpeculations, even the Fundamental _—_ 1 
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of the Chriſtian Faith, and other ſolid and found Articles of DoArine thereunto belo  * 
And if theſe be not they, I dare them to name what my vain Speculations are, wheres? they 
accuſe me. But to be ſure, tle plain and manifeſt Proefs T have brougbt out of their Books 
avrnſt the greateſt Truths of Chriſtianity, demonſtrate their Speculaticns not only to be 
Vain, but Perniciens and Peſtiferous. Their Hypocrifie 1s manifeſt, in making what they 
cail my Paſſimate and Abuſive Behaviour, an Excuſe for not meeting me, when deſired. 
Fr if try thought that T would ſnow any ſuch Behaviour, it would be ſuch an advantage 
to them, that it would rather be an Argument to invite tl em to meet me, that I may diſ- 
cover my ſelf, than to diſſwade them. But bleſſed be God, that preſerved me at that Meet- 
ing, when I had great Provecation given me by ſome of their Party, zn uch a Temper and 
Motleraticn of Spirit (as hundreds are reacdy to witneſs) as became a ſober Chriſtian, when 
fome of them that appeared azainſt me, ſhewed themſelves very outragious. And as 
inſignificant is their Excuſe of declining to meet, becauſe it was not an agreed Meeting on 
both ſides: As if guilty Perſons are not to be tryed without their conſent and agreement. 
Vis it not more Fair, Fuſt and Equal in me, and my Friends, to give them a fair Tryal, 
with open and free acceſs of all ſober Perſons, as many as the Place could contain without 
Cicud, and leave it to the Conſciences of the Auditors how to judge, and intimate my In- 
trnti n at aconveniont time beforehand, than for them to condemn me in a clandeſtine 
Place without all Tryal, fair or unfair, and not to let me have me to them, but when 
wid how little time they pleaſed, and to ſuffer none of my Friends to be preſent to be WWit- 
neſſes of their unfair proceedings againſt me. Their upbraiding me by inſinuating my aſſuming 
a Spiritual Furi/diction over them, and ſummoning them to appear before me, is idle and vain. 
The Injurer is Debtor to the Imjured, and accountable to him : But let them tell what 
Spiritual Furiſdieticn they had over me, to call me ſeveral times to them at their early 
Meetings 169.4. more than I had over them to call them to our Meeting at Turners-Hall, 
1696, wnleſs they will fly to their common Pretence, common to them with the Church of 
Rome, their Irfillibility ; the contrary of which they have manifeftly ſhowed ; and never 
any S:ciety of People profeſſing Chriſtzanity hath grven preater Inſtances of not only their Fal- 
 libility, but their being miſerably decerved than theſe Men have done. And as idle is that 
- other Excuſe of theirs. that they will not diſpute with me, viva voce, becauſe 1 am gone 
" off from them (but they did thruſt me from them by their Unjuſt Excommunication, when 
I would have ſtayed amcng them fo long as I conld have any hope to haze reclaimed them 
from their Errors); but if my going off be a' ſufficient Reaſon why they will not Anſwer me 
' viva voce, 2? is as ſufficient a Reaſon why they ſhould not Anſwer me in Print, which - yet 
they boaFt they will do : For if T be not worthy nor fit to be Anſwered by Word, nor amr Þ to 
be Arſwered by Writ © But all this ſheweth their "confuſicn and inconſiſtency. They think 
fuch a Mezting at Turncrs Hall, zs. but in a corner, and not in the face of the Nation ; 
' butt they are like to {ind it hath been ſo much in the face of the Nation, that many in the 
' Neat ion will noticeit, prſſibly morethan they would either wiſh or expett; and 'more-than 
*a1y thing that hath hippened to them for many Tears paſt, to give the Nation" a difeovery 
of them and of their vile Errors and irregular Pratiices.” | a

Chriſt, as he outwardly ſuffered at Jeruſalem to our Salvation, - Juſtification and Santi 
fication, by the Blood of Chriſt outwardly ſhed, the ReſurreQion of the Body that d 
eth, and Chriſts coming without us, in his Glorified Body, even the fame that former y 
ſuffcred Death for our f1ns, to Judge the Quick and the Dead : All' which I offer to prove 
have becn oppoſed and contraditted by ſome of them, being the common Faith general- 
ly and in common profetſed by Chriſtians in all profeſſions, and for the defence of which, 
all fincere Chriſtians are jointly concerned, and alſo in my juſt vindication, both as a man 
and a Chriſtian, be not juſtifiable and commendable, it being the beſt way I have at 
preſent to clear the Truth and my Innocency, and diſcover their great injuſtice toward 
me, and to Anſwer the proud and inſulting boaſtings of my Adverſaries. 

And whereas in my late Book, called, A fhort Lijt of ſome of the vile and grofs 
Errors of Geo. Whitehead, (5c. I propoſed a juft demand to William Penn, to give me an 
Opportunity for him to make g50d his Charge againſt me at any publick Meeting of the 
People called Quakers, in or about London 3 inſtead of his atlenting to my juſt De- 
mand, there comes forth a Third Book of Ty. Elwood, multiplying his groſs Forgeries, 
Defamations, and Miſrepreſentations againſt me, and alſo containing moſt falſe and 
Antichriſtian Doftrine, to the great diſhonour of the blefſed Name of Chriſt, and. the 
Chriſtian Religion. And as if G. W. and W.P. were not alive, or not able to Anſiwer 
for themſelves, he will needs Anſwer for them 3 and the ſaid ' 770. Elwood puts a moſt 
impudent and notorious perverſion upon my plain words, in my Propotition to W. Penn, 
ſaying of me, as he has worded his Demand, he ſeems to have beſpoke a Publick Meetiag 
that he might have done it himſelf ; ſee page 159. and p.zz2 160. of his Truth defended.

I can, and do offer to prove not only to be guilty of groſs Forgeries and Perverſions, and 
Antichriſtian Principles, but grofly ignorant (in that which he pretends to have know- 
ledge) —of Humane L-arning ; and who 1s guilty of Pedantick tritling and quibbling,

This 15 no Inditment nor Summons, as they falily call it ; And for the particulars I 
intend to prove agaiaſt them, they were expreſly mentioned in my Printed Paper, 
called An Advertiſement, containing Four Fundamental Dofrines of Chriſtianity by 
them oppoſed. I defired W. Penn to make good hs Charge againſt re, in a foriner 
Printed Paper, which was, That I was an Apojlute an4 Inpyjtur, endea: ouring to pluch up 
the Teſtimony of Truth by the rants, This he ſaid at a Meeting at Ratcliffe, above Fourteen 
Months ago, and while I was peaceably ſpeaking 1n that Meeting he interrupts me, and 
like a Clap of Thunder falls on me in the midſt of iny Teftimony, calls me, Apoſta'e, &c.

Tt is a ſtrange thing that th.y cannot priat a Paper, but muſt have fo 
many Falſities in it. They call my Paper, a Summons and an Indictment, but I meant it 
not ſo. But to leave that, and come to our butincls 

The four things which I charge them to be quilty of, are thiſe ; and I appeal to all 
moderate perſons, whether my intim.ition of ſich a Meeting can be blamed, when it is 
to defend ſuch Points as theſe : Farth in Crit as he outwardly ſufferet at Jeruſalem t1 
our Salvation. That is the Firſt. Juſtification and SanGification by :he B'214 of Chrilt out- 
wardly ſhed. That 1s the Second. Tye Rejurre&zion of the Bydy that doth. The Third, 
And Chriſts coming without us in his glorified Bidv, to judge the Quich and Dead. That is 
the Fourth. All which have been contradicted by ſome of them, as W. Penn, G.

Now, if you pleafe, I ſhall procced to my Froofs Moſt of my buſineſs, whether 
they be here or not, is to read my Proofs out of their Books, that they arc guilty of 
every one of theic Four Errors oppoling thereby Four Fundamenta!

Here you ſee G. Whitehead makes it a Contra- 
dition, that we muſt look to Chriſc as he died at Feruſalem, and as he is now 
in Heaven. Judge ye if this be a Contradition ; but in ContradiQion to both, 
he ſaith, it isa Contradifion to dire@ to Chriſt our Saviour, as he died at Fe- 
ruſalem, and that Chriſt that ſaveth us, is revealed within us by his Spirit.

And I hope I have proved that I am not Petulant, and that I have had juft cauſe to ac- 
cuſe them of theſe Errors. I was preſented by a Grand jury at Philadelgpia ; and the 
Preſentment would have been, Profecuted, if the Government had not been changed,

and his Death, &c. Thomas Ellmood accuſeth me unjuſtly, That I cunningly ſlid in the 
word Light. within, as if that were not the ſtate of the Queſtion, but Light indefinite. 
ly comprehending Chriſt both Light without anJ within. But ye ſee. how the citations 
they bring in their Paper clear me, and ſhew T7. ElIwoed his injuſtice againſt me. 
You ſee there is the Light within, not the Light without, in the Citations ' they have 
brought to clear me, and to blame T. Ellwood, | 

And here is another thing they find fault with, as to T'. El/mood's wronging me, as 
if I had made a meer Verbal Conftſhon, a ſufficient qualification to a. Member of the 

. Church of Chriſt. 

Sce here they.cite my Book, Reaſons and C auſes, p.; 22, — Take notice how 
they notifie his Forgery, that he leaves out my words, = T. Ellwood 
ſays, I make a meer Verbal Confeſfion a Qualification for being a Member of the Church. 
But I fay not ſo, as ifa Verbal Confeſſion were enough, but as well a Converſation, fuch 
as becomes the Goſpel, is neceflary to qualifie a Member, 

Somy Book ' is, Snch a Converſation as becomes the Goſpel, p. 36. Reaſons and Cauſes, . 
&c. I appeal-to you, is not this-more than a Verbal Confefhon.? 
T. Ellwood charges me to ſay, That a meer Verbal Confeſſion is enough to make a man 
a Member of the Church of Chriſt. 

Now, f. 103 T. E!lwood accuſeth me unjuſtly (as-his own Brethren do obſerve) 
for giving a falſe Quotation out of R. Barclays Book called the Anarchy, ©c. but they 
clca- me, and declare it to he true, as it is. 

T. Ellwood quibbles about Subſtance, finding fault with my Sayings Somewhere it- 

. agreesin Subſtance with R. Bas elſewhere in expreſs words. — -—— Now theſe men 
take notice that T. Ellwood is unfair in taking that liberty to himſelf he will not allow 
to me: Theyobſerve, . he admits of Subftance of Dottrine in his own Citations, but 
will not allow-it to me. 

Another thing T. Ellwood accuſes G. Keith (as they obſerve in their Cenſure) that he 
blames them for going too much from the outward to the inward : - But theſe are not my 


words, nor ſence, . And they cenſure 7 Elwood for making a ftrained Conſequence.on 
way bo my. 
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my words; for, tho'I blamed them for not rightly preaching Ciri/# withou , yet not ſor 
going to the inward Light: for if they did go rightly to God's Light and Gitc in their 
Hearts, they would not hold ſuch groſs Errors. But he fays, i blame them for going 
from the outward to the inward, which is not ſo. See p. 22. 

Again, they cenſure him in his blaming me for not naming the Day, 3!onth, or Year 
wherein that Yearly meeting at Philadelpbiz was held, which he makes the ground of 
his perverſion, and would excuſe it. 

You ſee he argues like a rare Logician. He ſays, Ido not name the Year, nor Day; 
nor 1s it in p. 14, nor p. 18. But what then? I do it in another pages Tis is rare 
Logick. Now, I ſay, you have both in f. 3. quoted from The Plea of the Innocent, 
Which p. 3. T. Ellwo:d has quoted for another purpoſe, but could not ſee it for thar. 

And all this Proof is, that I did not tell it in p. 14, nor p. 18 but Idid it inp. 3- His 
Argument is a Sophiſm, and is faulty in not making a ſufficient enumeration. 

Again they cenſure him for charging me with Nonſence. Pray, may not a meeting 
held fix months after contradi& a meeting going before ? Very well. But he has given 
out that I am ſo weak a man, that / cannot wsite ſence.» This morning one came to me 
with Zenry Goldney, and ſaid, People would hoot at me in the Meeting, (but it is fulfilled 
on themſelves) thinking me craz'd : And ſo here js a Paper againſt me, that 1 cannot 
ſpeak ſence: And why ? Becauſe he feigns, that / ſaid a meeting ſix months before con- 
tradifts a meeting held fix months after ir, when there is no ſuch thing ;, but that a 
meeting (ix months after, contradis a meeting fix months before. 

When Tho. Ellwood could not prove, that / began the Separation at Philadelpbiz,: by - 
any Evidence of Matter of Fatt, he effays to do it by falſe Logick, arguing... That the - 
Cauſe muſt be before the Effet. Therefore becaule, / ſay, Th. Loid and they that were 
Magiſtrates went away, this was the beginning of the Separation, and a cauſe of it. 
And ſo when he cannot bring a reaſon in Matter of Fat, he will go to falſe Logick 
for it : So Fanſwer'd his Argument, ſaying, All learned men, that write of cauſes and ef- 
fets, acknowledge that a priority of. time is not neceflary to.the cauſe ;, but it is enough 
that there be a priority of nature ;, the firſt moment the Sun was created, there was 
light. And then befides, the cauſe cannot be the effett, ſays he; if their going away 
from that meeting were the cauſe of the ſeparation, it was not the effet. But 1 ſaid 
to him, formal -and material cauſes may be both cauſe and effett. As for example; 
The formal and material cauſes of a man, are his Soul and Body, and they are the man. 
The material and-formal cauſes of this Houſe, are the Stones, the Bricks, the Timber, 
and-the Faſhion. Now here theſe cauſes are the effe&. Now Th. Zoid's going away 
was 2 Cauſe of the Separation, and yet was a beginning of the Separation: And is it 
not ſhameful ? They accuſe me of Separation, but they run to a perverſion of Phila- 
ſophy to prove it by, that the cauſe is before the effe& ; when they have no other 
Arguments againt me, but falſe Logick and vain Philoſophy and Deceit, and his own 
Brethren here in-this Paper docenſure him, for his arguing unfairly by Logical nicety. 

Here is another Obſervation of theſe honeſt men : they cenſure him for ſaying, he did 
not underſtand that the Dofrine of the Faith of Chriſt, as he died, &c. being neceffa- 
ry to our calvation,was reputed a Dottrine in Controverſie betwixt us. Where- 
as the principal Dorine in Controverſie between them and me, was about the Faith 
of Chriſt, as he died, 9c. whether neceflary to our (4) Salvation, 

Here is ſomething alſo to take notice of, that he blames me as not fair, for not put- 
ting my Name to my Book, nor the Name of the Printer. Now the Quakers have done 
ſo in Exglend, in Suffering Times; and yet the Printer in America was proſecuted by an 
AR of Parliament, for not printing his Name to ſome of my Books, and they took away

I was doing my duty, in preaching Chriſtwithout, and Chrift withio.z 
they charged me with preaching two Chrifts. went to ſome of them about it, but 
they.took their part againft me. T laid'it before the:Miniftry at the Yearly meeting, 
they alſo took their part. Now, you know, he that affirms, on him'lies the bnfineſs of 

roving -W. Pen, when 1 was opening a placeof Scripture, he chargesme with be- 
ng an Apoſtate and 1mpoſtor. Here he charges me with being an Apoſtate; 7 ſay, to 
him it belongs to make his charge good, but he goes away. At the Yearly 
meeting , / put it to him to make it good. /donot doubt but this meeting will ſound 
through the Nation. They urge me 'to Printing ;' I ſay again, I have not either Eftate 
or Time to print Bovk upon Book. And tho' I have-not aniwer'd the [aid two (b) Books,

Againſt theſe ſound words of Fobn Owey he quarrels, and contradidts'thus: ' 

Anſw. *Theſe paſſages are but darkly and confuſedly expreſs d 5; as alſo we do not read 
* in Scripture, that the Blood of God, by which he purchag'd his Church, is ever call'd the. 
© Blood of the Human Nature : nor that the Soul of Chriſt was the Human Nature, or: 
was put to death with the Body, ( for the Wicked could not kill the Sou! ) though his: 
*Soul was made an Offering for Sin, and he poured it out to Death, (he bore the Sin of 
* many, and made interceflion for Tranſgreflors) but what: Death (and in what manner) 
*was it, isa Myſtery truly to know; for his Soul in his own being was immortal, and 
* and the Nature of God is divine, and therefore that the Blood of God ſhould be of hu- 

* man (or earthly) nature, appears inconſiſtent ; and.where doth tbe Scripture call the 
* Blood of God Human, or Fluman Nature ? Neither do we-read, that the Blood which 
* heareth Record in the Earth,and agrees in one with the Spirit, (ard which purgeth the 
* Conſcience, waſheth and cleanſeth the Believer in the Light from all Sin) was ever called 
*by the Apo/tles the Blood of the Human Nature. Nor do we read, that the Saints did 
* eat and drink Fleſh and Blood that was of a human nature, to receive Divine Life in 
* them thereby : for the Water of Life and Blood of Chriſt, which are ſaid to waſh, ſan» 
* (ifie, and juſtifie 5 which agrees with the Spirit in thoſe Works and Effefts We never 
© read, that they are called in Scripture by the name of Zuman Nature, for the Spirit that 
* quickens is divine, and it is the Spirit that gives Life, the Fleſh profiteth nothing, 
* Fobn 6. Now this unſound Doftrine of G.W. doth ſo well agree with that in Fohn Hum- 
phrecy's two Letters abovementioned, that Fobn Zumphrey ſeems to have been his Diſci- 
ple in the Caſe: and it is certain this ſort of DoArine of G. Whitehead hath corrupted 
the Minds of many. We ſee he will not own either the Fleſh, or Blood of Chriſt, or Soul 
cf Chriſt, to belong to the human nature. 

Anxnotat. Before / underftood the Myſtery of Iniquity and Antichriftianiſm that lay hid, 
un ler the finding fault with this name or term Zuman Vature of Chriſt, ani bis Humg- 
nity. obſerving that divers found fault with it, 1 was ready to excuſe them, thinking, 
that tho' they diſowned the term Zuman, yet they owned that ſhgnifed by it, to wit, the 
real Manhood of Chrift, having a real Soul and Body, that is rot the Godhead, but 
moſt gloriouſly united therewith. And accordingly 7 did in part excuſe them, as in 
n.y Book The True Chrift owned, pag. zo and pag. 105 I cited ſome words of

an Humau Redy ? Bur neither Hilarics nor 1 judged that the Body, though conceived of 
the Holy Ghoſt, was any part of the Subſtance of the Holy Ghoſt, the Particle of in 
that place denoting the Ho!y Ghoſt to be the Efficient Cauſe of that Conception, bur 
not the Material. But that my Mind and Senſe, that Chriſt had the true Nature of 
Man, of Soul and Body, neith:r of which were the Godhead, was ſound then as now, 
and the ſame as now, plainly appears from Paz? 29. of my Book above cited, where I 
ſy, Human Seul may ſiznify the true Soul of Man, having all the eſſential properties of man's 
Soul, and its whole Perfection. And if in this ſenſe any will ſay, That Chriſt hath a Human 
Soul, and callthe Manhood of Chriſt his Humanity, there needeth no conteition about it ; For int 
the Latin Tongue we have not a word ſo proper as Hizmanitas, to fenify the Manhood ; and if 
we ay ſay Auwanitas in Latin, we may ſay :n Engliſh, Humanity, G Whithead his Ob- 
jeCtion »gainſt the word Human, as ſignifying Earthly, hath the Came force agiinſt cal- 
ling Chriſt 44am, coming from the Hebrew word Adamah, that fignifieth Earth. And the 
Scripture calleth the Man Chriſt the ſecond dam; and cerrzinly the Man Chrift had 
not only that which was Heavenly, but had even our Earthly part , but without fin ; 
his Body being nouriſhed with Earthly Food, which Body now glorified is Heavenly. 
But thatI differed as much in Doftrine from G. Whithoad then as now, as concerning 
the Blood of Chriſt, and the ſenſe of that place of Scripture, A#s 20. 28. ( what that 
Blood of God was, wherewith he purchaſed his Church, he affirming it was the Blood, 
not of the Human Nature'or Humanity, but of the Divine Nature, as may be feen 
above ) appears in my Book above-mentioned, The tre Chriſt owned, pag. 94. I exprefly 
ſay , * I grant that there is ſuch a figurative ſpeech of the Communication of Names 
* and Properties, whereby the Man Chriſt is called God, and alſo God is called Man ; 
* and God is ſaid to have lhed his Blood, although Chriſt as God hath not Blood to ſhed, 
* but only as Man ; yet by reaſon of that moſt rare and wonderful Union betwixt the 
* Godhead and Manhood, the Blood of the Man Chriſt is called the Blood of God, 
* As 20. 28. This may ſerve as one great Inſtance, to ſhew, That as I am not chan- 
ged inthis Do&rine from what I was many years ags ( that Book of mine being print- 
ed Anno 1679.), fo I did then as widely differ from G. W. in that great Article of Faith, 
as I do now. But I confeſs I knew not that any ſuch abſurd Do&rine was in his Books; 
till of late that I made a more narrow ſearch, occaſioned by his defending the ſame 
Errors in his Penſilvanian Brethren. 

Again ; In the ſame Anſwer to T. Danſon's Synopſir, T. D having affirmed that there 
15 a continual need of Faith and Repentance in this life, G. Wiirhead anſwereth, That 
there is a continual need of Repentance, this Ideny ; for true Repentance, where it is 
wrought, and the fruitsof it brovght forth, this is unto Salvation never to berepented 
of, and isattended with a real forfaking of fin and tranſgreſfſion. 

Annot. G. Whithead's Ignorance greatly appeareth in this, that he thinks Repentance 
and PerfeQion inconſiſtent ; bur it is a ſtrange PerfeQion that deſtroyeth an Evangeli- 
cal Virtue and a Fruit of the Spirit, ſuch as Repentance is ; and what is Repentance ? 
A change of the mind, or a transformation of the mind, as the Greek word, Engliſh:d 
Repentance, implieth ; or more-particularly, true Evangelical Repentance is a great 
averſion and perfe& hatred of the ſoul toall fin, and a deep humiliation before God, 
with godly ſorrow and contrition of foul for fins paſt, which is very conſiſtent with, 
and very becoming the moſt perfett and holy men that everlived, ſince all have finned. 
It ſeems it is from this great Error that he and many others of his Brethren ſeldom, if 
ever, pray for Forgiveneſs of ſin, at leaſt for themſelves ; for if there be no need of Re- 
pentance, it will tollow that there is no need of praying for Forgiveneſs : But all 
ſound Chriſtians of true ſpiritual experience do know , that both Repentance for fin, 
and praying for Forgiveneſs of ſin, are well conſiſtent with the greateſt degree of Ho- 
lineſs attainable in this life : Nor doth the praying for Forgiveneſs imply univerfally 
the want of it, more than the praying for the Spirit implieth the want of it, *' 
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Again ; Whereas it was faid in the above Narrative, That G. #k:ithead hath allegori- 
zed away the Birth, Death, Reſurreftion, and coming again of Chriſt without us to 
Judgment ; take theſe plain Proofs.

He made 
his grave with the wicked ; he adulterates the true Tranſl.tion, and curns it, in the wicked, 
which the Hebrew doth not bear : Where ſee a moſt abſurd account of the Reſur- 
reCion, turning it wholly to the Reſurre&ion of two Seeds in two Bodies within men.

© Earth our Caution in worldly Controverſies; as if we would bind him to obtain our 
© ends, that is to make roo bold with him,and to carry an undue diſt..nce in our minds 
© towards him thut made us; an Irreverence we can by no means away with, But in 
flit ContradiQtion to this, there 15 an Epiſtle printed: to rhe Friends, called Quakers, 
 wichin theſe few Weeks, in this preſent Year, 1696. that comes from the Meering of 
Suffcrings, ſigned by Benjamin Bealing, theis Clerk to their Yearly Meering, In which 
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Epiſtle they fay they give the Senſe of Ancient Friends, George Fox, Edw, Burrough, 
Þ-arcis Hougel, WW. Penn, and divers more, That Friends may uſe ſach ſolemn words, 
when called to declare the Truth, even in worldly matters, as, 7 do in the Preſence of 
God declare, or calling God to record, or God is Witneſs. Bur if it be ſ4id that G. Whithead 
hath not figned that Epiſtle, ſo is not chargeable with thar ContradiQion; I anſwer, 
So nor hath any other of the Miniſtry, nor indeed any one but their Hireling Clerk : 
But it is well known that G. W. is a frequent Member of that Meeting of Sufferings, 
and hath been a main Inſtrument to perſuade bis Friends to give theſe Solemn Arreſta- 
tions, which he and many others (1 ſay not all } judged unlawful, and forbidden by 
Chriſt, to uſe in caſes of worldly affairs , as Recovery of juſt Debts, and the liks. Nor 
will &. W/pithead's hiding himſelf by not ſigning to this Epiſtle, and others concerned, 
but g>tting their Hireling Clerk to ſign for them ( who for his Yearly Salary muſt do 
their Drudgery-Work ; and if fault be found afterwards with what is done, have this 
hole to creep out at, They did not fign it ), be any Excuſe for him or them, toclear them 
of ſuch palpable ContradiQion, or not varying from their former Principle. The only 
ufe I make of it, is to prove, That George Whithead ( as well as others of the Ancient 
Friends of the Miniſtry, have palpably contradifted their former Teſtimony, delivered 
in Print to King and Parliament, Anno 1675. and that'in a very weighty matter ; 
and therefore they are not ſuch infallible men as they have made their too credulous 
Followers think them to be, and have given out themſelves for, charging all others to 
be no Minifters of Chriſt, if not infallible, as the above Narrative fheweth. Bur ler 
none from this infer, that I blame them who in ſome weighty Caſes, eſpecially in de- 
claring their Fideliry and faithful SubjeC&ion tothe Government they are under, do uſe 
ſuch ſolemn Arreſtations, or judge and condemn their liberty in ſo doing. But the 
ContradiCion of George Whithead and ſome others to what they have formerly afſerted 
very publickly, is that which 1 would have notified, and their great Hypocriſy ftill to 
pretend to Infallibility, and as if ſtill they had never varied in their Principle in any 
thing; and alſo charging G. K. with Apoſtacy, becauſe T have declared, Thar in di-

Having done with G. #hithead at prefent, T ſhall next bring ſome two or three- more 
unſound and ſcandalous Paiſiges for Proofs, out of William Pern's printed Books, to 
ſhew the unſoundneſs of his Do&rine in 'relation to Chrift, his Fleſh and his Bodily 
Exiſtence without us in Heaven : And then take norice of fome of his palpaple Con- 
traditions to himſelf, though he would ſtill-make his creduleus Followers (-that are 
much fewer than ſometime ago they were) believe he is the ſame infallible . Pen. 

r. In his Rejoinder to John. Faldo, page 179, 180. he greatly blames Sydrach Sympſon, 
an Indzpendent Preacher, for excommunicating Robert Norwood for his Opinion, which 
he, to wit, W. Penn himſelf, ſaith, 1s not wery offenſive ; and he tells-us what that Opi- 
nion is ; 1. For d:nying the Locality of Heaven and Hell, that is void of outward place, as 
looking upon them to have a more Spiritual ſignification ; and that the other was -too Carnal, 
indeed Mabomertan. 2. That he believed the Soul to have been breathed from God, 
thereby aſſigning to it more of Divinity than the uſual Opinion doth. — Now that 
he ſaith this Ro. Norwood's Opinion is not very offenſive, and ſo not to deſerve Excom- 
munication, it's plain he thinks ir not very offenſive, to deny that Chriſt's Body that 
was raiſed fromthe dead, is in any Heaven, that is, an outward place, or without us ; 
which yet: ( as T appeal to all ſincere Chriſtians ) is really ſo offenſive, that the deny- 
ing of tliat one Truth, is a plain denial of one of the greateſt Fundamental DoQrines 
of the Chriſtian Faith, and ſn makes void the whole, to any that holds fach a damnable 
Opinion. And next, his excufing*the faid Roberr 'Norwood, for affigning to the Soul 
ſomething mote of Divinity than the uſual Opinion doth, 'is offenſive and Randalous 
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to Chriſtian Ears : For thovgh it ſhould be owned, That the Divine Power that made 
the Soul of, man, is in it, and operateth in it more manifeſtly than in the inferior Crea- 
tures; yer the Soul of man is a created Being, and hath nothing of Divinity effenrial 
to it ; for that were to make it God himſelf. And whoever ſhall compare the Excom- 
munication given out againſt Rob. Norwood by Sydrac Sympſon, with the Excommuni- 
cation given out againſt me by William Penn and Geo. HWrithead at their Yearly Meeting, 
will ſay, if they be impartial men, M/ham Penn has blamed that in another unjuſtly, 
which moſt unjuſtly he juſtifies in himſelf, and in his Tyrannical Brethren of his Party, 
who for no other cauſe did excommunicate me, but for not obeying their moſt unjuſt 
and unreaſonable demand, which was, To clear the Body of the People called 2ua- 
ters, and their Miniſtry, from ſome of the Errors charged upon them in Penfilvanis ; 
which as I at that very Meeting told them, I could prove ſome of them were guilty 
of, and which I have ſince eff-Qtually done. And that William Pern thinks it was ſuch 
a notable Argumentum ad hominem, that Rob. Norwood uſed to them who did excommus- 
nicate him, Are one the People of Gad but your ſelves? Have nor I the ſame 4rgumentum 
ad hominem, again# they that excommunicated me ; who in their Nameleſs Bull of Ex- 
communication, given our againſt me at the Yearly M-eting at London, 1695. callthem- 
ſelves rhe Church of Chrif, from which ( they ſay) 1 have ſeparated my ſelf ? And be 
cauſe I could not obey their moſt unjuſt and unreaſonable Nemand, they paſs this 
Judgment againſt me, as if they were the only Church of Chriſt ; and in their Yearly 
Epiſtle this very year 1695. dire&ed to the Quarterly and Monthly Meetings ia Eng- 
land, Wales, and elſewhere, they call themſ:1ves ( to wit, thoſe that generally go un- 
der the Name Quakers, profeſſing Unity with them ) -God's whole Heritage and Peo- 
ple ; this agreeth with So/omon Eccles Paper, called, The Quakers Challenge, p. 2,3. 1668. 
The Quakers are in Truth, and none but they. The Tabernacle of God is with you, 
and his Dwelling: Place is among you, and only among you is God known, fiid £4w. 
Burrough to the Quakers ; ſee his Works, page 64. 

2. In the ſame Rejoinder, page 3 10. he hath a Paſſage that is either perfeft Nonſenſe, 
or Antichriſtian Dottrine, or rather indeed both. TI ſhall cite it verbatim. * Seventhiy, 
* Becauſe that Fleſh of Chriſt is called a Vail, but he himſelf is within the Vail, which . 
* 15 the Holy of Holieſt, whereinto Chrift Jeſus our High-Prieſt hath entred, Heb. 10.

* nor go down to the Grave in Pezce ; and by this ſ}a't thou know that not a Lying or

Amnnot. Theſe words imply ſome Prophecy that W. Penn thought he had from the 
-Inf.llible Spirit of God, againſt The. Hicks, importing he hou!d be made an Eximple 
of his Fury : Bur they that ſaw Tho. Hicks dye, and knew him living, ſay, nothing of 
this was fulfilled, nor did any thing <xtraordinary, as any Example of Divine Fury 
happen to 70. Hicks either before he diced, or at his death. —

® Conſcience concerned, as ſome would have it, to mainta'n their Church- Power. 

Annot. Here you fee he makes th2 Church- Power very low , as by Church he means 
the Church of Englazd, or any other Church beſides rhe Church -of the Quakers. 
But when he means the Church of the Quakers from the ſime Text, he magnifes her - 
Power as great as ever B{/armme or any other Jeſuit magnih=d the . Church of Rowe. 
She (rowir, the Quikers Church, otherwiſe rell us what other Church he.means ) zs 
made Abſolute Judge, from whom there is no Appeal in this world. Then be ſure, if * 
W. Penn can prevail to keep up this Authority ia rhe Quakers Church, neither G Kexþ, 
ror any other againſt whom that he ca'lech the Church, to wit, the Yearly Mzering 
at London, harh paſſed any Sentence, however unjuſt, muſt expe to have any Relizf or 
Redrefs in this wor!d.
